The rates were formally filed 
with the Commission after a week 
of informal conferences between 
company 
and 
commission 
staff 
members on the manner of dis­ 
tribu ting the increase. They be­ 
come effectiv e Febru ary 1. 
“We will giv e this new rate 
stru ctu re a fair trial,’’ said H. R. 
Towles, the company ’s General 
Manager. “E v e n t h o u g h the 
amou nt we asked for was the 
v ery least we needed to giv e Mis­ 
sou rians the serv ice they demand, 
we will continu e ou r 1952 con­ 
stru ction program as originally set 
u p. This calls for a company ex ­ 
penditu re of some $37,000,000 du r­ 
ing the present y ear.” 
Towles pointed ou t that a large 
portion of the increase will go to 
the Federal 
Gov ernment 
u nder 
the present tax laws which call for 
a 52% tax on the amou nt left af­ 
ter the ex penses are su btracted 
from rev enu e. He also ex plained 
that it now costs $440 to install a 
single new telephone, whereas the 
cost for past y ears has av eraged 
only $253.

When 
a 
patient 
receives 
his 
medical discharge from the hospi­ 
tal his disease is arrested and 
there is no danger that he will 
spread germs as long as he retains 
his health. Usually, he will be 
able, within a short period, to 
return to work or to whatever oc­ 
cupation he held prior to entering 
the hospital. There may be excep­ 
tions to this rule because of the 
nature of the work or because oi 
some special circumstances in the 
individual patient’s ease. Whatever 
limitations are imposed on his ac­ 
tivities will be explained to him 
before he leaves the hospital. 
In many hospitals, patients have 
available to them vocational guid­ 
ance and training, with the result 
that many patients prepare for a 
new trade or occupation or for 
better positions in their former 
occupation while they are recov­ 
ering from tuberculosis. 
The rehabilitation of the tuber­ 
culous, as with other handicapped 
persons should begin at the time 
that the disease is diagnosed and 
should continue until the patient 


is re-adjusted to community life 
lollowing his medical discharge 
from the hospital. Actually, rehab­ 
ilitation is a part of—and an im ­ 
portant part of—treatment. 
Services which may be provid­ 
ed as a part of rehabilitation in­ 
clude' not only vocational counsell­ 
ing and training, but also medical 
social 
service 
and 
occupational 
therapy. 
The provisions ol rehabilitation 
services varies in communities and 
states. Some services are provided 
by the hospitals and clinics, some 
by community agencies, voluntary 
or official, and some by tubercu­ 
losis associations.

When

receives

medical discharge from the hospi­ 
tal his disease is arrested and 
there is no danger that he wall 
spread germs as long as he retains 
his health. Usually, he w ill be 
able, within a short period, to 
return to work or to whatever oc­ 
cupation he held prior to entering 
the hospital. There may be excep­ 
tions to this rule because of the 
nature of the wo. k or because of 
some special circumstances in the 
individual patient’s case. Whatever 
limitations are imposed on his ac­ 
tivities will be explained to him 
before he leaves the hospital. 
In many hospitals, patients have 
available to them vocational guid­ 
ance and training, with the result 
that many patients prepare for a 
new trade or occupation or for 
better positions in their former 
occupation while they are recov­ 
ering from tuberculosis. 
The rehabilitation of the tuber­ 
culous, as with other handicapped 
persons should begin at the time 
that the disease is diagnosed and 
should continue u n til the patient 


is re-adjusted to community life 
following his medical discharge 
from the hospital. Actually, rehab­ 
ilitation is a part of— and an im­ 
portant part of— treatment. 
Services which may be provid­ 
ed as a part of rehabilitation in­ 
clude not only vocational counsell­
